Guidance Missile

Many high school students seem to arrive 
at a point where they are in doubt about 
their future plans. They have no way of know¬ 
ing what to do and believe that nothing can 
be done. It may be that a student is doing un¬ 
satisfactory work in school and believes that 
the only solution is to drop out. However, this 
is not a solution. Something can be done if 
one puts his mind to it. To prove this, here is 
an example. 

A year and a half ago one of Bushwick's 
students, an intelligent boy who somehow 
couldn't seem to succeed in school, was having 
trouble in his English class. His teacher, Mrs. 
Smith, knew he was planning to leave school 
because of discouragement about his work but 
she also knew he was trying unsuccessfully to 
obtain a part time job. She wondered if her 
husband, who is Director of Civic Affairs for 
this area for Eastern Air Lines, might help 
with this project. When approached, Mr. Smith 
explained that they had never had part time 
employees at EAL but he decided to approach 
the personnel director to see if something 
might be worked out. Although there was 
some hesitancy about it, they finally agreed 
to give the boy a trial on a part time basis. 
He worked out so well that another boy from 
Bushwick was soon hired, and this past June 
another of our students was added to the list 
of part time employees at EAL. 

The lesson to be learned from this is that 
something can be done about most problems 
if you and your parents and teachers talk it 
over. Perhaps you know some companies that 
might be willing to consider part time help. 
A job is an entering wedge into industry. 
YOU may be the one to prove that the Ameri¬ 
can (or Bushwick) dream can still come true: 
office boy to president, at General Motors, or 
General Electric, or of course, at Eastern Air 
Lines!
